The instant compounds are distinct from the prior art because of 
the core variables A & D. One skilled in the art would be enabled to make and use the 
compounds taught herein for the purpose of treating osteoporosis using the teachings of 
the Specification (biological data on pages 154-161) in conjunction with the teachings in 
the prior art.
